G—Card inn I Raft! was 
today elected pope on the seventh bal­ 
lot of the sacred college. 


He will assume the name of Pope 
Plus XI. 
The smoke signal from tin 
Vatican this morning was white, and 
shortly afterwards it was announced 
that Cardinal Ratti, an Italian had 
been elected to succeed Pope Bene­ 
dict XV. 


When the ballots within the secret 
conclave of the 
Sistine 
chapel 
this 
m orning showed the necessary m a­ 
jority of tw o-thirds had been received 
by Cardinal Ratti, the secretary of the 
conclave, the m aster of ceremony and 
the sacristan of the Vatican were ad­ 
mitted to the chapel. 
The cardinal deacons accompanied 
by the heads of other orders of c ard ­ 
inals presented themselves to Ratti, 
and asked if he accepted the election. 
Receiving an affirmative answer, the 
white smoke signal to tell the waiting 
throng outside the Vatican that a sue-* 
cessor to Pope Benedict XV had been 
chosen was Released, and the canopies 
of all the other cardinals about the 
Sistine chapel fell to the floor, only 
the canopy of Ratti remaining upright. 
R atti’s election was n o t,ti surprise, 
although he was one of 'th e newest 
cardinals, having been created in June 
1921 by the late Pope Benedict. 
The newly elected Pope was asked 
w hat nam e he would take as Pope, and 
he replied “Pius X I.” 
Ile gave his reasons for the selec­ 
tion, and the priest who was attached 
to Ratti was adm itted to the conclave, 
and the priest then presented him with 
the robe of the newly elected Pope. 
One of the three white robes which 
had ben prepared for the ceremony 
was upon Ratti, and the secretary of 
the conclave handed to him the white 
cap, which designates him as -supreme 
pontiff. 
Thus attired, the new' 
Pope was 
taken to the papal throne which had 
been prepared overlooking the seats 
of the cardinals. 
The first homage 
which was shown to the new Pope by 
the cardinals was in order. 
Cardinal 
Gasparri, who as cardinal cam erlengo 
had retained tem porary chapel 
au ­ 
thority, was then required to approach 
the throne and give to Pope Pius XI 
the ring of St. P eter which will later 
be turned over to have Ratti's name 
inscribed on it. 
The cardinals then returned to their 
cells to await formal announcem ent 
of the Pope’s election. 
The head of the cardinal deacons ap­ 
peared before the eager throng out­ 
side the Vatican, which were crowd­ 
ing forward to receive the first public 
chapel blessing and announcem ent, the 
thousands sw arm ing to hear of the 
Pope’s election. 
He gave R a tti’s name as when the 
new Pope was cardinal. 
Following this announcem ent, there 
was a further ceremony to be gone 
through in the Sistine chapel, and later 
according to custom in one of the 
chapels of St. Peter. 
The coronation of Pope Pius will 
constitute the last and most m agni­ 
ficent cerem ony of all caused by the 
death of the suprem e pontiff and the 
election of his successor. 
The precise date of the coronation 
as well as the place where it will be 
held will be designated by Pope Pius 
XI himself. 
In conformity with the tradition of 
centuries, however, it is probable that 
the new Pope will select either Mon­ 
day or a holiday. 
He will likewise, 
undoubtedly, choose either St. Peters 


or the Sisfine chapel, where he was 
elected, for the ceremony. 
Cardinal Ratti, by his election today, 
becomes the 2Glst Pope since the time 
of St. Peter. 
As Pope Pius he is expected to con­ 
duct the policy of reconciliation with 
Ilje Italian government for he was a 
m ember of the G asparri party which 
stood for a reproachm ent between the 
Quirinal and the Vatican. 
Ratti was Papal Nuncio to Poland, 
and recently was made bishop of Mil­ 
an. 
Cardinal Ratti 
was 
55 year old. 
Although he is Italian, 
he is better 
known in Poland where he had been 
papal representative for several years. 
Ie was consecrated Bishop of Warsaw, 
and until recently had his headquart­ 
ers there. The new Pope was born in 
Milan in 1S67.

Washington,, Feb. 6- Secretary of 
the T reasury A. W. Mellon announced 
Saturday that 12 federal land banks 
Monday will make a combined offer­ 
ing of $75,000,000, 5 per cent federal 
farm loan bonds at 102% and accrued 
interest, at which price they will yield 
approximately 
4.70 
per cent to the 
callable date, and 5 per cent thereafter. 
The bonds will be dated Nov. I, 1921, 
hie Nov. I, 1941, and callable at the 
option of the issuing bank after Nov. I. 
1931. 
They will be issued in coupon 
form and may be exchanged for regis- 
ered. 
Interest will be payable semi­ 
annually, May and Nov. I. 
"These bonds,” said the secretary, 
‘will be for sale by the federal land 
banks, farm loan associations, the Fed­ 
eral F arm Loan board and bond dis­ 
tributors as heretofore. 
"It is the largest offering of farm 
loan bonds ever made, but in view of 
he generally favorable trend of the in­ 
vestment market and the 
continued 
strong showing of the federal land 
banks, it is believed that it will be 
readily absorbed, and as the funds go 
direct to the farm ers of the country it 
should do much to improve the agri­ 
cultural situation.”

"Ninety per cent of the robberies uve 
by auto bandits, who swoop down on 
a lone pedestrian at a lonely spot.

the intended victim is alert, lie will 
turn about and bo really to Hee the in- 
stunt one Starts toward him or says 
“hands iii).” 
Rohbtu'S will not. tjjoot 
at a running man. 
“When 
in 
strange 
neighborhoods 


keep to car line streets as much as 
possible. 
Look around before starting 
along any other street. 
Be sure no 
one is following. 
Keep to the outside 
of the walk. 
If someone emerges from 
a hallway or gangway, that leaves at 
least the width of the walk as a r u n ­ 
ning start. 
If suspicious characters 
approach, cross to the other side of 
the street.
